The market in New York has been quiet 
for spots; sales four thousand bales, with a 
rise of one-half a cent. Contracts have been 
excited; sales one hundred and fifty thou- 
sand bales, with a sharp rise early in the 
week, but closing weak and lower. Causes 
for the rise are as we stated last week: but, 
as it is believed much of the short interest 
has been covered or settled, it is hard tokeep 
prices up to the highest point. 

The market in Liverpool has been quiet, 
with medium sales at a decline of one-six- 
teenth of a penny in uplands. It is not 
likely that market will rise above nine pence 
again this year, without there is a report of 
the entire destruction of the cotton crop by 
the caterpillars; and they will be slow to 
believe any more “wolf stories,” as they 
were #80 badly deceived last year by 
untrue reports of the injury of the crop, 
which were most persistently circulated and 
repeated until three-fourths of the crop bad 
been marketed. 

Now we are hearing from several sections 
that the damage from catterpillars was not 
much last year, as they come so late; but this 
year they are so early they may cut off the 
crop entirely. 

There are now 168,000 bales of American 
cotton afloat for Liverpool, of which 40,000 
bales will be due and should be received there 
next week. 

For the week ending June 13th, the re- 
ceipts at Bombay were 22,000 bales; ship- 
ments to great Britain, 44,000; to continent, 
11,000 bales. 

PROSPECT OF GROWING CROP. 


During this week we have seen, personally, 
several intelligent planters from different 
sections of the corntry. Their reports are: 
Cotton is fine, but a week or ten days late. 
Grass has done no damage, or but vezy little 


yet; but if it rains all summer the cotton 


willbe eaten up with it. : 

"We copy from the New Tork Bulletin a 
short article on one of the best cotton- 

sections of the Empire State 

“South western Georgia is said to be rap- 
idly attaining a very satisfactory condition 
of prosperity. The crops are all that could 
be desired, and there seems to be plenty of 
employment for labor. Lower Georgia, so 
far from being abandoned to negroes and 
thriftless whites, will soon be the theatre of 
an industrious, thriving, intelligent and 
wealthy population.” 


The writer of this, having spent many | ven 


years of his life in Southwestern Georgia, 
and being well acquainted with that section 
can personally attest to the truth of the 
above statement. The rains, thus far, have 
been generally light; and if we have a few 
weeks of dry, hot weather from this on; 


which is likely, and which we expect—there| 
will be the finest prospect for a large cot- 


ton crop since the war. 

The Financial Chronicle pats the increase 
of acreage over last year at 11 per cent. 
This, with a fair season, from this on, and 
no material damage from caterpillar, will 
make a crop of 4,750,000 bales. At this 
writing we expect a crop of between four 
and a quarter and four and half million 
bales. 

As some of our readers may wish to know 
at what price cotton has opened in New 
York, in former years, we give the figures:

The price is now 21 cents; and some per- 
sons expect it to fall to 15 cents by Septem- 
ber ist, whilst we think the cotton season 
may open as low as 19 cents. 

A month ago, when the price was dragging 
slong and most persons expected it to de 
cline, we stated, in answer to questions from 
several of our friends, that we expected it to 
go up; and thought the rise might be 1 3-4 
cents, or up to 21 cents. Thus far our guess 
is ‘exactly correct, and now we cannot see 
any reason for a further advance, but think 
it much more likely t decline. Without

The dry goods trade of this country is very 
dull; and cotton goods especia:ly are hard to 
work off: the supply being in excess of the 
demand. The cotton mills at Fall river, 
Massachusetts, are running short time; only 
four days ina week. This has some effect 
on prices of cotton. The last of this month, 
probably on the 26th, the stock in Liverpool 
| will be counted; when it is likely the stock 

of American will be found short: but we ex- 
pect tke satel ttdek to be increased probably 
25,000 bales. The rise in the price lately has 
t increased the receipts; and it is likely from 
this on they will not vary much from the 
large crop of 1871. We now hear that 
the first bloom was seen on the 5th inst.; 
and plenty everywhere on the 15th: which 
is from ten days to two weeks later than last 

From all parts of the country the reports 
are that the hands are working splendidly— 
never better: and the demand for hands has 
been so great, and wages so ‘high, that the 
negro women and children have gone into 
fields and are doing good work. This has 
added one hundred thousand laborers to the 
South in the time of need. As soon as the 
push is past, they will fall back into their 
idle, lazy habits again. 

There is one thing that our friends who 
still believe in higher prices must take into 
consideration; that is Manchester and Liv- 
erpool have both utterly refused to respond 
to the call for higher prices on this side; 
and no doubt turn a deaf ear to the com- 
plaints of injury to the crops. 

The stock in Liverpool on September Ist 
will be nearly one million bales. °

The best means to 
prevent this is, to keep the skin in vigorous 
action, or, in other words, to cause 4 strong 
flow of blood to the immense net-work of 
small vessels — fe throughout the 
whole cutaneous surface. 

The nec agest to do this is tepid or cold 
water applied to the whole body, and well 
rubbed in, so as to remove ali obstructions 
from the pores, and invite the blood to the 
capillary vessels by the combined action of 
the water and the friction. As a general 
rule, cold water is best for this purpose, but 
the feelings will be a safe guide as to tem- 
perature. And a little soap mixed with the 
water will not be amiss in long-negiected 
cases. 

The bathing or washing’ should not be 
done just before, or very soon after a meal ; 
but may. be safely attended to at any time 
when the stomach is not loaded. 

Next to Cleanliness, the most important 
is regulation of the diet. No 
changes should be made in this, pro- 
vided it was the right kind before. But 
crude, 3 a ae over-ripe, or 
partially decayed, an -cooked veget- 
ables should be avoided.
